Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2 4-9, 1 1-23 and 25-35 are allowed 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Instant claims are directed to a dermatological agent comprising pomegranate extract, 
0.01% to 2% by weight of a hydrophilic and 0.0% to 2% by weight of a hydrophobic 
moisturizing agent, and a combination of pomegranate extract and moisturizing agents with 
metal containing compound such as manganese ascorbate, copper sebacetate or a selenium 
complexed with an amino acid. Pomegranate extract as a phytoestrogen supplement has been 
known in the art. However, the prior ait of record does not teach metal compounds such as 
manganese ascorbate or copper sebacetate or selenium amino acid complex in combination with 
pomegranate extracts or pomegranate extracts in combination with the claimed moisturizing 
agents. Further, applicants have shown that the combination of pomegranate extracts, hydrophilic 
and hydrophobic moisturizing agents improved dermatological conditions such as skin elasticity 
and tighter and smooth skin with reduced wrinkles.
